Messrs, Howe & Hall—G entlemen: We have 
Ijust found the best quartz ledge ever discovered in 
ltho State of California, One lode extends fifteen

HISTORY OP THE DISCOVERY OF TGK MINES. 

The San Diego Bulletin , of Afhrch 5th, gives the I 
following account of tho reoent gold diseoverios J 
near the head of the San Diego river: 

Within the past few days, however, evidence, 
sufficient to convince the most skeptical, that that 
county is exceedingly rioh in gold, has been pro¬ 
duced. During the first of the week a number of I 
specimens of quartz, weighing perhaps a pound 
each, wero exhioited, which were said to come from 
a ledge discovered in the Coleman mining district, 
at the head of the San Diego river, They were I 
excessively rioh in gold, and come smaller pieces I 
contained almost as much gold as quanz. ditto a 
number started cut to locate extensions. It was 
stated that several hundred pounds of the same f 
were on the way here. 

Last Thursday morning H. C. Bickers and J. T. 
Gowan arrived with aboutl.200 pounds of the rich¬ 
est quartz, for so large a quantity, we have ever j 
seen. About ono third of it (cbo largest pieces) I 
were placed en exhibition in the show window ot 
C. Dunham, on Fifth street, and immediately drew I 
an excited and eager crowd. The news flew like I 
wild fire, and soon the whole town was agog to I 
learn the particulars. Messrs. Bickers and Gowan 
are well known to many of our citizens, and great I 
credence is placed in their representations. Mr. I 
Biokers is an old miner and mill-man, and Mr. 
Gowan is a practical surveyor. 

The ledge was discovered by Mr. Bickers, who 
was prospecting in company with Mr Gowan and 
Dr. J. B. Wells, of this place, and the three made I 
'i -cation on the 22d of Febrnary. Washing- j

The San Fe¬ 
lipe ranch is nearly due north. 

The quartz is free from sulphurets, or base metal, 
the gold showing to good advantage in it< virgin 
state. The ledge is about four teat wide. It is 
situated in ta’cose slate formation. They had gone 
down od the ledge but six feet At tho surfaoe it 
is somewhat broken, but as they descend it is bet¬ 
ter defined. Around in the vicinity of the crop¬ 
pings are large quantities of flat rock, decomposed 
aDd very rioh. 

Two other locations had been made at the time 
of their leaving—one by Hsunill & Co., and the 
other by Box& Co. Tho discovery has created an 
intense excitement, there, and about 150 men were 
on the around making locations, portions of which 
had been jumped. Mr. Hamill fbued the rock 
quite as rich and as extensive as it is on the orig¬ 
inal looation, but did not dare to let it be known 
for fear of jumpers. Box <fe Co. are keeping their 
developments strictly private. 

These three locations cover a length of nearly 
two miles, the whole of whioh shows a distinoc and 
weil defined leal. The talcose slate formation ex¬ 
tends fi'ur miles and disappears in the desert at the

Another ledge has been discovered about 1,500 
feet down he hill from the first, running parallel, 
and is called the Martha Washington. Itissaid, 
also, to be rich in gold. 

Mr. Bickers says there is an area of from 60 to 100 
square miles, which he has taken a hasty glance 
over, and is confident that it is all a rich gold- bear¬ 
ing country The country is filled with fine and 
fertile valleys, the hills and mountains are all well 
covered with grass, and there is considerable tim 
ber. One live oak tree measured 19 feet 6 inches in 
circumfrance. The Cuyumac pineries are but a few 
miles distant. A sawmill is being erected and will 
start April 1st. 

A new district has been organized, called the 
Julian District.
